Uncovered in Quebec 


QUEBEC, Sept. 3.—(CP)~A 
vice ring which police said was 
the “most repugnant in police 
files” has been exposed here, 
municipal police made known last 
bight, 

They said the case had been 
turned over to the office of Pre- 
mier Maurice Duplessis in his 
capacity a¥ atiorney-general. 

The disclosure followed inves. 
Ugation of almost two months and 
came after the arrest and convic- 
tion of a 19-year-old country boy 
On @ Vagrancy charge. He was 
sentenced to eight days in jail 
but police said he made declara- 
tions which enabled them to 
crack the vice ring wide open, 


Authorities said several addi- 
tional arrests could be expected 
shortly, 


The youth and two unidentified 
women, so police said, made 
statements under oath naming 
two men and a woman as ring 
leaders, 


Police said the youth told them 
he had been kept in an alleged 
brothel! on downtown Sous-Le- 
Cap street against his will and 
had been forced under threats 
to commit immoral acts 

Police said the youth's story was 
corroborated by two women who 
previously reported the situation 
to police, 

Last July 10 police raided the 


alleged brothel and during the 
raid 23-year-old Delphine Bisson- 
nette fell from a third-storey win- 
dow and was killed. A toroner's 
inquest decided she “accident- 
ally fell from the window while 
under the influence of liquor.” 

Police had been seeking the 
youth who gave them the in- 
formation on the vice ring ever 
since the July 10 raid. 

During the inquest into Miss 
Bissonnette'’s death there was 
mention of a “frail youth” being 
held in the raided house against 
his will, Police, when they 
searched the place, failed to find 
him but yesterday he was located 
in a downtown restaurant, and ar- 
rested.

A Yarn Doll Will Help| 
Pass Time for Kiddies 


Youngsters will have to raid Mother’s knitting basket 
to get materials for today’s “keep busy” idea, 
Today's idea, how to make a yarn ;-———— -——--—- 
doll, is written by Miss Sydney 
Fleet, of the city Recreation Com-| 
mission, and is part of a series) 
being printed by The Bulletin for 
kiddies who have to stay at home 
because of the poliomyelitis ban, 
Here's what you meed to make a 
yarn doll; A tiny ball of yarn from 
the knitting basket, scissors, A 
needle, and a piece of cardboard 
(from an old shoe box) about three 
and one-half inches long and two 
and one-half inches wide 


HOW IT’S DONE 
We're ready to begin, Start the 
doll by winding the yarn around 
the long way of the cardboard 
Now take a piece of yarn of the 
4 same color, six inches long, and 
double it, Tie this around the yarn 
at the tip of one end of the card- 
board in a knot very firmly. This 
is going to be the top of the doll's 
head. 

Cut the yarn off the cardboard, 
eutting on the edge opposite to the 
one where the knot was tied, Then 
you have many free strands of 
yarn, all the same length, hanging 
down. 

Smooth these strands down so 
they are nice and even. Take an-

The teaching of the English language 
to displaced persons and other new set- 
tlers in Alberta is a moral responsibility 
of the provincial government. 

It may be argued, and it has been 
argued, that since these newcomers are, 
in a sense, the wards of the federal gov- 
ernment and since immigration is a fed- 
eral concern, the senior government should 
be responsible for their assimilation as 


Canadians. 


On the other hand, education is a 
provincial responsibility. And, much more 
important than that, it is Alberta that will 
gain or lose by their absorption or their 
failure to be absorbed into Canadian life. 

At any rate, the federal government 
does not propose to do anything about it. 
And since there are nearly 4,000 displaced 
persons alone in Alberta, 
urgent need for immediate action in this 
regard all over the province—a need that 
can only be met by the resources of the 


provincial government. 


It is a common reproach levelled by 
native-born Canadians against foreign- 
born newcomers that the latter do not 
learn our tongue and adopt our customs. 

But what facilities do we offer them 
in this direction? How does the new settler

Mental Hygiene Goes Forward 


The establishment of a mental hygiene 
in Edmonton by the provincial 
department of health is a great step for- 
ward in the fight against mental disease. 
The provincial department hopes to 
open such clinics in many parts of Al- 
berta. But consummation of the plan has 
been impeded by lack of available psychia- 


clinic 


trists. 


The advantage of mental 
clinics is that they strike at insanity as 
nearly as possible at the source, That 
is to say, while the institutions which give 
custodial and curative care rarely receive 
a patient in whom mental! disease is not 
fully developed, the clinics endeavor to 
deal mostly with those in whom the dis- 


ease is incipient.

Thus, the work of the clinic is pre- 
ventative even more than curative. 

Mental disease is increasing in almost 
every part of the world. At the end of 1945, 
which is the last year for which figures 
are available, Alberta public institutions 
for mental defectives had 3,161 patients 
maintained at a cost of $1,465,317.

Thinks Enthusiasm 
For Work Is Waning . 
Among Young People 


Here on the border between 
Alberta and British Columbia the 
main economic truth which im- 
presses the observer is the in- 
creasing mechanization of the 
farms. 


Statistics are deceptive. As one 
of our great finance ministers, 
J. M. Robb, used to say: “There 
are three kinds of lies—lies, 
damned lies and statistics.” 

More impressive than the of- 
ficial statistics are stories such as 
1 get from groups of farmers and 
farm implement dealers. They 
all add up to this: 

Farming is becoming a large- 
scale business. Two years ago in 
Saskatchewan I heard from all 
sides the story that the small 
farm of one-quarter section of 
160 acres was no longer economic 
—that an alert family needed at 
least two full sections in order 
to make use of the kind of ma- 
chinery now necessary. 

You hear exactly the same kind 
of story from Alberta people— 
only more so. 

The horse is on the way out as 
a farm machine. The hired man 
is on the way out. According to 
the farmer-employers they don’t 
mind paying around $7 per day 
plus board for a farm hand really 
willing to do an honest day's 
work. But they object to paying 
such high wages to a slacker or 
chiseller. 

Hence—more and more—they 
are buying expensive machinery, 
which can be operated by mem- 
bers of the family. 


No Zeal 
For Work 


Even my friend, Matthew Hal- 
ton, remarked on this lack of en- 
thusiasm for work on the part of 
young men here in Canada. A 
month's holiday in his native 

convinced Mr. Halton 


that the young men simply do 
not throw themselves into a job 
as they did “in the good old 
days.”

State Ownership 
Of Banks 


Editor, Bulletin.—I was greatly 
interested in your editorial of 
August 26th and am inclined to 
agree with you when you say 
that state ownership of banks 
aims a killing blow at the roots 
of free enterprize. Having what 
may be called an undertaker’s in- 
terest in capitalism, I feel like 
moving a vote of thanks to the 
CCF whose challenge to the pres- 
ent money monopoly, I consider 
is very much in the national in- 
terest 

When you state that bank 
credit is the nerve centre of na- 
tional production, I say again, 
how true, I agree with you again 
when you say that everybody in 
Canada from the man who grows 
wheat to the great and small in- 
dustrial operator is dependent 
upon the ready availability of 
money. You might have told your 
readers what happens to every- 
body in Canada when the banks 
refuse to make the money avail- 
able. 

I disagree with you, most re- 
luctantly when you state the 
chartered banks in making loans 
have no interest in the borrow- 
er's politics or social outlook. 
I refer you here to tife relation- 
ship that existed between the 
chartered banks and the province 
of Alberta during the years 1935 
to 1940, 

Getting back to the banks, you 
state that they are only con- 
cerned with supplying money to 
persons who make a good risk and 
thus the supply of money under 


the privately-owned banking sys- 
tem is impartial and sound. 

A good risk, I take it, is a bor- 
rower who pays good interest 
and puts up good security. And 
what constitutes sound banking? 
I remember reading of one of our 
leading bankers informing a par- 
liamentary committee about 15 
years ago, that sound banking was 
based on the assumption that 
all the depositors would not with- 
draw their money at the same 
time. That explanation aroused 
such horror and suspicion in my 
mind that, having no bank ac- 
count at the time, 1 vowed to stay 
that way. 

I can think of no more stupid 
act, than that of a government 
which holds all power governing 
the issue of money, delegating 
that power to private banks and 
then borrowing money from them 
at interest. 

As a consequence of such an 
act, this nation has been placed 
at the mercy of the chartered 
banks and they have used their 
power unmercifully. 

Debt interest, foreclosure and 
national destitution are blazoned 
on the record, with the result 
that at one time, practically every 
province had to pass legislation 
for the protection of debtors. 

I remember during the great 
depression some of our leading 
bankers made a tour of the coun- 
try and one of them made the 


crack that there was enough 
money in circulation for the 
amount of business that was 


being done. That crack was too 
deep for my simple intelligence, 
but it inspired me with the 
thought, that under state owner- 
ship, there would ‘always be 
enough money in circulation for 
the amount of business that 
could be done. 

1 cannot imagine a government 
operating its own banking sys- 
tem and at the same time issuing 
bonds and borrowing money at 
interest. I can see such a gov- 
ernment creating money for the 
purpose of building houses, hos- 
pitals, roads, branch lines, making 
money available to provinces and 
co-operatives without interest 
and paying decent retiring al- 
lowances to all who had con- 
tributed, or were unable to con- 
tribute to the national effort and 
well being.

That was a vastly encouraging 
statement which Gen, MacArthur 
issued in Tokyo on the third 
anniversary of Japan's surrender. 

He declared that Japan is equip- 
ped with the moral weapons “To 
repel totalitarian advance.” And 
he went on to link Nippon with 
the new South Korean republic 
and with the republic of the 
Philippines in “a trianguiar but- 
tress” for democracy in Asia, 

Freely interpreted this strikes 
me as meaning there is unity of 
purpose between the Oriental 
trio and the United States. And 
to these three I think we must 
add China, whose spirit is willing 
though her flesh be weak. 

MacArthur confined his re- 
marks to moral values, but your 
columnist for one finds it diffi- 
cult nu. to expand the thought to 
include military consideration, 
After all, the Orient is seething 
with turmoil, and if there is an- 
other world war it most certainly 


, will encompass that part of the 


globe—indeed it might well start 
there. 

Let's analyze this Far Eastern 
situation ourselves from the mili- 
tary angle. 

Japan and the Philippines not 


only are buttresses for democ- 
racy in the ideological sense, but 
they would be vital both for of- 
fence and defence in event of war 
with Russia, 

As for the Korean peninsula 
(“a dagger pointed at the heart 
of Japan”), it is course one of the 
world’s highly strategic positions, 
So long as it remains under Am- 
erican military occupation it is 
a bastion in democracy’'s defence. 
However, it lies under the muzzles 
of Russia's big guns, and it ts 
given to wonder whether the 
United States high command 
would choose to deferd South- 
ern Korea jn event of global war. 
There is such a thing as spread- 
ing your ferees out too thin, 

Stil, while the loss of Korea 
would be serious, the combina- 
tion of Japan and the Philip- 
pines would provide a mighty de- 
fence, as our experience in the 
last war fully demonstrated, 

Moreover, MacArthur's state- 
ment would seem to encourage 
the belief that Japan not only 
would be available as a “bastion” 
for democracy but that she would 
in fact be an ally of the western 
powers. That is to say, Nippon not 
only could be used for a base 
but she would participate active- 
ly in the war.

The ceremony of Queen Jull- 
ana’s inauguration, which is to 
take place tomorrow in Amster- 
dam's “Nieuwe Kerk,” will be 
governed by strict regulations, 
which are either laid down in the 
Dutch Constitution or built on 
traditions older than the Royal 
House itself. 

Among these historic traditions 
is the use of symbolic objects that 
give a deep inner significance to 
the ceremony. These are the 
Throne, the Coronation Robe, the 
Crown, the Sceptre, the State Orb 
and the Constitution, 


The 


Throne 

The Throne of The Nether- 
lands is not a golden seat out 
of fairy tales, Neither does it re- 


semble the stately Chair of the 
English kings. It is a chair placed 
on a dais and under a canopy of 
purple velvet, with the State 
Coat of Arms and a few crowns 
embroidered in gold. It will be 
the fourth time that this chair 
has been used at the Inauguration 
of a member of the House of 
Orange. It was originally made 
for the inaugdration in 1840 of 
Willem II, After his death, his 
widow, Queen Anna Paulowna, 
presented it to her son, Willem 
III, 

It is of moire mahogany, up- 
holstered in scarlet velvet, witn 
an All-Seeing Eye embroidered 
in gold on the back, together with 
the monogram “W.A.P.” (Willem- 
Anna Paulowna), It is surmount- 
ed by a crown adorned with 
precious stones, the latter also a 
gift from Queen Anna Paulowna. 
At the sides of the back there are 
two massive gilt lions, The arms 
rest on four enormous gilt lion 
claws, which are connected with 
the floor with ortaments of simi- 
lar shape. On each upholstered 
arm, there are two gold-embroid- 
ered field-marshal’s batons. The 
chair is richly covered and edged 
with gold braid and fringes. 

The reverse side of the chair 
carries the legend: “Chair of 
King Willem II, presented by 
Queen Anna Paulowna to Willem 
tL.”

Robe 

Throughout the ceremony 
Queen Juliana will wear the 


same Trobe that was worn by 
three of her predecessors. It is 
made of majestic purple velvet, 
lavishly ornamented with gold 
lions and lined and trimmed with 
costly ermine, 

On a velvet credentials table 
fronting the Throne are placed 
the symbols of the Realm and 
Kingship. Constituting the “In- 
signia” or “Regalia’, these objects 
are: the Crown, the Sceptre, the 
State Orb and the Constitution.

perial Crown or the Spanish or 
Swedish kings. It is what is known 
as an open crown and consists of 
a gold fillet containing four large, 
oval-shaped rubies, four oblong 
sapphires and eight smaller 
round-shaped emeralds, set alter- 
nately. 

On the fillet are eight gold 
leaves; between each two leaves 
there is a large pearl held in a 
gold arched point from which 
rise eight richly wrought band- 
eaux, curving first inward and 
then outward. Each of these 
bandeaux carries a row of eight 
pearls of different sizes, becom 
ing smaller as they reach the top, 
Where the eight bandeaux meet, 
there is a gold globe with a cross, 
forming the highest centre of the 
crown. ' 

The crown is fastened on a red 
toque tined with white 
satin, which displays the gold and 
the pearls and precious stones to 
their best advantage. 


The 
Sceptre 

By the side of the Crown lies 
the State Sceptre, a long heavily 
gilt staff made of silver, It is 
wrought with what is known as 
“palmettes a l’antique” and en- 
ding in a Corinthian capitellum 
(head), from which rises the orb 
with cross. It bears but little ree 
semblance to the shepherd's crook 
from which it is derived (compare 
the Bishop's crosier of today). In 
the Middle Ages, the lowering of 
the sceptre in the hands of the 
Prince was a sign of royal favor, 
whilst the act of kissing it be- 
tokened subjection. 


The 
State Orb 


The orb represents the earth. It 
appeared on Roman coins, to- 
gether with the head of the em- 
peror and bearing such letters as 
E. U. R. (Europe), A. S. IL 
(Asia), and A. F. R. (Africa), 
The orb of the Roman emperors 
was surmounted by a Winged 
Victory. This has now been re- 
placed by a cross. The Nether- 
lands State Orb consists of a 
smooth gilt ball mounted in an 
antique rim of gold, set with 
beautiful colored jewels. 


The 
Constitution 


Owing to the revisions ana 
changes in the text of the Con- 
stitution made during the last de- 
cades, an entirely new copy will 
be made especially for the in- 
auguration of Queen Juliana. Like

The most recent cause for anguish, of course, was 
the disposal of Central Legionnaires by Vancouver Nar- 
rows in the 1948 playdowns, 

But between muffled sobs, the Kingsway officials 
declared that Edmonton fans can expect to see a conten- 
der from these parts involved in the 1949 playdowns, A 
footnote might be added to that message venturing the 


ess that those fans can also expect to see the locals 
ftly eliminated next year, as they have been for many 
years, by some polished team from B.C.'s coastal region. 
Edmonton clubs rarely manage to get themselves 
eliminated as early as September first as was the case this 
year, but it invariably happens later on in the fall. Only 
once in recent times has Edmonton ever won the western 
Canadian fastball championship and that was in 1945 
when U.S, Army Engineers invaded these northern lati- 
tudes and trimmed everybody in sight. 

However, it would be incorrect, both morally 
and as far as the American government is concerned, 
to consider those southern gentlemen as Canadians 
and Eqdmontonians. 


A Capital Joke 


This losing malady which persists among our young 
men of the fastball fields is a capital joke on the paying 
blic, which has remained faithful ever since: Kingsway 
ark was opened in 1940 and has never yet had the oppor- 
tunity to embrace a winner, except the aforementioned 
Yanks. 
It is something of a joke on the promoters, too. 
These astute gentlemen spend long hours every summer 
pleading for several linear feet of prose in the newspapers 
extolling the possibilities of the Edmonton entries. 

But in the end all these efforts have amounted to 
the same thing: acres of foofooraw on a team not good 
enough to get out of its own backyard, 

It’s a fact that next to hockey and baseball, fastball | 


| 


has received more publicity than any sport in the city | 
in recent years, But publicity is where the similarity ends. | 


Our hockey teams have won championships as 
far as the Allan Cup, and our baseball teams have 
managed to capture their share of glory. 


Fans Answer Bluntly 

It all boils down to a question of just how long can the fast- 
ball peddiers can keep on selling a losing commodity 

The answer was brought home bluntly in the Legionnaire 
Vancouver series when the fans stayed away from Kingsway Park 
in droves, After all, if you lose often enough It is bad for business 
and the customers take their patronage elsewhere 

Consequently, somebody is out the pocket over the recent 
Vancouver billing—and this time it isn’t the fans, 

Actually fastball in Edmonton is improving. That was evi- 
dent this year when the Legionnaires at least made a semblance 
of a showing against practically the same team which mopped 
them up in 1946. But the rate of improvement is so slow that you 
ean scarcely see it with the naked eye 

And right now the fans are saying that it's not enough, Not 
nearly enough. 

What's wrong with Kingsway fastball, anyway, and more 
more specifically, what was wrong with the Legionnaires? 


No Emphasis on Youth 


Well, like a lot of teams across the west today, the Legion 
could have used three steady pitchers, a sharp infielder or two, 
and some long-hitting outfielders, 

The rea! trouble with the Kingsway set-up as a whole is that 
the early training of young players has. been sacrificed in order | 
to field senior entries in the western playdowns. None of the Kings- 
way bluebloods has invested any real time and money in he devel- | 
opment of midget, juvenile, and junior fastball, 

For that reason many of the senior fastball players in our 
midst today are getting on in years and are somewhat ancient for 
Playing a young man’s game. 

Perhaps after the Recreation Commission has worked on Ed- 
monton youth through the medium of their fastball schools for a 
few years, we will see a local team ruling the western fastball 
domain from Kingsway Park, 

Your correspondent does not go so far as to suggest that 
Kingsway officials devote all their efforts to the prosaic task of 
developing young talent. But it would be an admirable way to 
end this drouth of championships before all of us wear long 
white sideburns.
